Tho above edition of the Religio Medici was the first issued with the author's 
sanction. Iu tbe preface he complains bitterly of the circumstances which compelled 
him to issue this “ full and intAnded copy of that Feece which was most imperfectly 
and surreptitiously published before.’' This copy contains a sheet which is not 
included iu all copies. It was probably added after publication and comprises letters 
written by Sir Thomas Browne to Sir Kenelm Digby with reference to the latter's 
Observations,” Sir Kenelme Digby's reply, a letter signed by A. B., a leaf of 
Errata, and a blank leaf.

Vol. I: engraved title (I cannot trace the certain existence of a letterpress title to 
the 1620 issue of part I), eleven preliminary leaves; pp. 1-276, 279-572; and two 
leaves unnumbered.

This is the second issue of part I, which was, until I pointed oat the difference, 
always looked upon as identical with that of 1612. Shelton’s name as translator 
appears only at the end of the dedication of part I, and although the dedication of 
Vol. II is signed by the bookseller Edward Blount, there is no apparent difference in 
the style of the volumes, which remain, in spite of all drawbacks, the most natural and 
spirited English version of Don Quixote. It is curious to observe how much Mr. Watts 
is indebted to Shelton for idiomatic turns of speech.

The present is the only perfect copy in the market. Of the 
remaining four, one fetched £2225 in March of this year, and three 
are safely lodged in public libraries. 

It will be unnecessary to give here a fuller bibliographical 
description, as that has been done already by Blades in his biography 
of Caxton. In one particular, however, his description requires 
correction: he enumerates only six woodcuts; there are seven, the 
one unmentioned representing Christ preaching, on signature nt^ 

On the flyleaves of this copy are signatures of John Bolton 
(early 17th cent.) and Dorothy Godbold (late 17th cent.), and there are 
several contemporary MS. notes on the margins of the first few leaves.

The Coronation Gospel-Book of King Wratislaw, known as the “ Vysghrad 
t'odex,” is preserved in the Public University Library at Prague. It contains 33 large 
armatures, in addition to the illuminated title-page and genealogy, and as many 
103 illuminated initials. The age of the MS. may be assigned, from the style 
of the illuminations, to the Xlth century, but there are details which further point to 
the exact time and circumstances under which the work was executed. In the Mass of 
St. Weocelans, the artist has introduced the figure of the saint with the name at the 
side, but all the other festivals are only prefaced with an ordinary illuminated initial. 
The text, too, is in gold letters, the other festivals being in black. This points 
distinctly to the fact that the work was executed in Bohemia, where St. Wencelaus 
was held in especial veneration. The MS. ends with a Mass Gospel bearing the 
inscription * in die coronationis regis,” and as the only coronation recorded in Bohemia 
in the Xlth century was that of King Wratislaw, it is reasonably inferred that the 
■‘^jsghmd Codex ” is a Mass-Book written and adorned for his coronation. The 
plsce where it was executed was probably the Monastery on the Sazawa, of which 
King Wratislaw was a liberal patron and to which belonged a certain monk named 
B^tSchwho is mentioned in the 12th century Chronicle of Cosmas of Prague as 
teing a very skilful artist. 

There are three other Gospel-Books of the same age and executed by the same 
band, which, if sufficient support is accorded to the present publication, will also be 
w*»d in facsimile. They are, I, The Gospel-Book of St. Vitas, preserved in the 
Archives of the Metropolitan Chapter at Prague ; II, The Gospel-Book preserved in 
^ Arc hives of the Cathedral at Gnesen in Poland ; III, A Mass Gospel-Book 
pwerved in Prince Ccartoryski’s Museum at Cracow in Poland.

The issue is limited to 200 copies, and will be completed in 15 parts, forming 4 vols. 
Since the appearance of “ the Necropolis of Ancon ” by Reiss and Stiibel, and of 
Tschndi’s “ Historical and Linguistic Contributions to the Knowledge of Ancient 
Peruvian Culture,” science has been enriched by but few works on Ancient Peru. In 
his ‘* Peruvian Antiquities,” Seler has placed before students a portion of the valuable 
collection in the Berlin Royal Museum of Ethnology, but only with illustrations 
on a small scale, and a catalogue of the objects. Other publications are more or less 
in the nature of articles and essays contributed irregularly to various scientific 
periodicals. They are often based merely on a knowledge of such finds as happened to 
be in the possession of the writer or in the museum most easily accessible to him. As 
everything must needs be explained, such specimens are too often apt to suggest 
fantastic theories to the author, who is easily led to draw wrong inferences through his 
eagerness to explain the inexplicable. Such mistaken views can be avoided only by 
a thorough study of all the materials still surviving from pre-Columbian times, and 
thus alone can we hope one day to succeed in rightly solving some of the many 
problems presented by the objects recovered from the Peruvian graves. For this 
reason the author has aimed in the present work at producing with illustrations and 
descriptive text the more remarkable objects in his collection. He hopes in this way to 
render them accessible even to those students who are unable to make a prolonged stay 
in Berlin, where the Collection is on view in the Royal Museum of Ethnology, to which 
he has made it over. 

The Collection comprises 11,513 finds from pre-Columbian graves, and was 
brought together in Peru by the author partly by purchase and partly also by 
personal excavations. Amongst the purchases is particularly to be mentioned the 
collection of Mr. W. Gretzer who, during a residence of five-and-twenty years in Lima, 
paid special attention to everything unearthed from the burial-places at that time.

“ It would be a poor compliment to Sir Walter Armstrong merely to say that his 
magnificent volume is the best account of Turner that has yet been given to the world. 

Many artists have been unfortunate in their early biographers, and those who have 
excited controversy have commonly been fought over by critics possessed of more 
zeal than knowledge. If we leave out of account the splendid mausoleum erected to 
his memory by Ruskin—a mausoleum, indeed, but no more durable than Aladdin’s 
palace—Turner has been no exception to this rule. Walter Thornbury’s life is 
entirely spoilt by the careless haste and the total want of literary skill with which it 
was put together ; Hamertou’s little book contained too much that was controversial 
and irrelevant ; while Cosmo Monkliouse’s essay, excellent as it was in its way, was 
too brief to be regarded as a final memorial. What was wanted was an authoritative 
critic who should go over the whole ground, who should cleverly piece together the 
scanty details which are all that can now be collected of Turner’s biography, and who 
should cover the vast range of Turner’s production, pictures, drawings, and engravings, 
tracing their relations to each other and to the works of other men, and judging them 
with sanity and large experience. These conditions have been remarkably fulfilled 
in the fine volume before us. We have, in the first place, a hundred and three 
illustrations, mostly full-page and horstexte , ‘ prepared ’ by Mr. J. B. Pratt; while the 
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great majority are from pictures or drawings that hare never been engraved before, 
and that probably would have been inaccessible to any publisher except to Messrs. 
Agnew. The arrangement of them in the book, though not literally chronological, 
bears a close relation to the text; a fact which greatly increases their utility. In 
another respect Sir Walter Armstrong has wisely strengthened his own hands. A book 
of this kind is incomplete unless it contains an adequate catalogue, but the critic has 
seldom the time and opportunity to make such a catalogue with the necessary 
thoroughness. In this case the author enlisted the help of Mr. Edward Dillon, “ whoee 
knowledge, industry, and acumen have been lavished upon it.” The result is a careful 
list of over three hundred oil pictures, and perhaps five times that number of drawings, 
the latter not including those bequeathed by the artist to the National Gallery. For 
all students, and especially for all collectors, this careful list, which is by far the most 
thorough that has yet been made, will add much to the value of Sir Walter Armstrong's 
volume .”—Times Literary Supplement.

For many years, after the advent of photography, the success of the new art canned the 
admiration for miniatures to languish. The works of the old masters, as Hilliard, Oliver and 
Cooper, which were preserved in the great mansions of England, retained a certain amount of 
favour, bnt no systematic attention was given even to them, and their merits were too often 
ignored. The works of the eighteenth century suffered even more. Scattered, as they were, all 
over England, they received the scantiest attention. Many were shut away in boxes, or else 
exposed to fall sunlight on walls or mantelshelves, while others were worn as brooches or in 
bracelets, or mounted in furniture, and considered as works of bnt small importance or merit. 
Miniatures and their painters were ont of fashion, and one name alone survived in the general 
neglect. Cosway, by reason of his great popularity in the time of the Regency, and more 
perhaps because of his eccentricities and foppish costume than for the charm of his paintings, 
was held in high repute, and amidst the general chaos everything that was lovely was attributed 
to him, and the names of Smart and Plimer, Engleheart and Shelley were forgotten. 

In the latter part of the last century a reaction took place, bnt by that time all sorts of 
errors had crept into books of reference ; of some artists little or nothing was known, of others 
erroneous and confused statements were made. 

The two brothers Plimer, Andrew and Nathaniel, suffered more than most from this neglect 
and confusion. Almost every statement made regarding them was inaccurate. The dates and 
places of their birth even were wrongly given, and they were dismissed in current dictionaries 
with a few lines. 

Their companions. Smart, a far greater man than Cosway, and Shelley, a most excellent 
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artist, were treated with similar neglect. Their connection with Cosway had been overlooked, 
their works had never been catalogued, and even their initials remained undetected upon 
many of their noblest works. 

The earlier history of the brothers Plimer remained quite unknown until it was discovered 
and revealed by Dr. Williamson in his work on Portrait Miniatures, a few detached facts only, 
some of them not strictly accurate, having appeared earlier in Dr. Property “ History of 
Miniature Art.” Dr. Propert was himself a great admirer of the work of Plimer, and gathered 
together many fine examples of his best miniatures. 

The long delay has wrought havoc with the literary material which remained regarding 
Andrew and Nathaniel Plimer. The story is still a short one, and lacks many important details 
which could easily at one time have been supplied. One or two descendants of the artists, 
however, still live, and they have retained in their hands many miniatures and drawings which 
the public have never seen. 

All available material has been placed in Dr. Williamson’s hands, and it is proposed at 
length to issue a volume worthy of the eminent brothers. To this end the great collectors have 
all given permission for their cabinets to be made use of, and it is hoped that every important 
known work of the brothers Plimer will be illustrated. 

Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan, who owns thirty-two works by Andrew Plimer, including the 
famous series which fetched the record price of several thousand pounds last year, has most kindly 
allowed all the portraits in his possession to be photographed. Others of importance belonging 
to the Dukes of Buccleuch, Portland and Rutland, the Earls of Arran, Carlisle, Dysart, Hchester, 
St. Germans and Wharncliffe and Earl Spencer, and in the cabinets of Lord Aberdare, Lord 
Aldenham, Lord Barnard, Lord Currie, Lord Hothfield, ^Lord Llangattock, and Lord Pirbright, 
and in those of Messrs. Drake, Ponsonby, Round, Tomkinson, Salting and Whitehead, and also 
of Princess Hohenlohe, Countess Tolstoy, Miss Ker and many others will be illustrated in these 
pages, together with the whole of the Family collection, none of which has hitherto been 
exhibited or seen. The latter includes a superb group of the artist’s four children and many 
lovely portraits of celebrated ladies. 

A list of all the works which are known will be given, together with a full record of all 
exhibited portraits, whether at the Royal Academy or other exhibitions, with the will of the 
artist and some records of his travels and of his pursuits. 

A chapter will be devoted to a consideration of M. A. Knight, a relation of the Plimers and 
an artist who has been completely overlooked, and of whom hitherto little or nothing has been 
known. A complete list of her portraits will be given and some fine examples illustrated, 
including two charming works from the collection of the Earl of Denbigh and several from the 
Family collection. 

It is proposed to issue a very small edition of the book, not to exceed 110 copies, and to give 
from twenty-five to thirty fine colour plates in each copy in addition to the numerous collotypes. 

The colour plates will be on similar lines to those issued by Dr. Williamson in the Privately 
Printed edition of his work on Engleheart. They will be coloured by hand upon collotypes and 
painted by clever miniature painters in facsimile of the originals. 

The collotypes will be printed from special photographs, by a new process which gives greater 
beauty than has hitherto been obtained. 

The paper for the text will be hand-made, that for the plates specially manufactured, and 
the letterpress will be printed at the Chiswick Press. 

The book will undoubtedly be the finest ever yet issued on miniatures, and many of the 
plates are of large size, measuring as much as eight inches square. 

The volume will be bound in linen specially woven at Lady Margaret Crichton-Stuart’s 
bandloom weaving sheds at House of Falkland, Fife, N.B., and the price will not exceed 
Fifty Guineas per copy.

Thb Archaeological Institute, founded in 1879, sent out in the summer of that year Mr. 
Joseph Thacher Clarke and Mr. Francis H. Bacon, two young architects, to visit various sites 
which promised to afford good ground for exploration of existing remains of Greek antiquity. 
Among all the sites which they visited none appeared more favourable than that of Assos, 
especially because of the remains of the temple upon its Acropolis, a monnment of the greatest 
importance in the history of the Doric style. 

Accordingly an expedition for the thorough investigation of the site was fitted out, and 
actual work was begun in April, 1881. The work was carried on vigorously during the season 
of 1881 and 1882 and a part of that of 1883, and the results proved of even groater interest and 
importance than had been anticipated. A report by Mr. Clarke on the investigations during 
the first year was issued by the Institute in 1882, and a final report was undertaken by him 
after the closing of the work in 1883, which it was hoped might be speedily published. But 
various hindrances to its completion arose, and finally, as no progress had been made for a 
number of years, it was decided to publish that part of the report which was ready, and it has 
been issued by the Institute as Vol. II of its Classical Series. This contains only the description 
of the temple, leaving untouched the other very interesting results of the expedition, namely, 
the Greek Baths, the Stoa and other buildings around the Agora, the Theatre, the Gymnasium, 
the Fortification Walls, with the many gateways, the interesting and extensive Street of Tombs, 
with its many Mausoleums, Sarcophagi, etc., together with details of many architectural 
fragments and of Greek and Byzantine Mosaics. Since Mr. Clarke is for the present nnable 
to complete his description, it has been decided to publish on a large scale, as a book of plates, 
all the plans, drawings, and photographs of the buildings investigated, and to give all those 
details and measurements which may be desired by students of ancient art and especially by 
those of architecture. This work has been prepared for publication by Mr. Francis H. Bacon, 
the companion of Mr. Clarke in the Assos expedition, and he has bad the valuable assistance of 
Mr. Robert Koldewey, who also took part in the original investigations. It is the most 
important contribution to the knowledge of the monuments of classical antiquity made by 
America, and it will present many Greek civic buildings such as have not been fonnd elsewhere. 

The work will be a large folio and will be published In five sections. Special attention is 
called to the fact that a number of plates are in colour, and that alt of the lithographic plates 
are reproduced from pen drawings which have been made with the greatest care. A large 
proportion of the illustrations are gelatine prints from negatives made by the expedition. 

The price of the work will be £5. 5s for the entire publication, and no subscription will be 
received for less than the entire work. Owing to the fact that the society has not at its disposal 
the funds necessary to meet the expense of publishing this work, it becomes necessary to ask the 
members of the society and others who are interested to forward their subscription in advance , 
as far as it is convenient for them to do so.

The “ INDONESIAN ART” is intended to give a general view of the ancient and 
modern art of the Dutch Indian Archipelago and no such work has existed hitherto in spite of 
the want which is daily felt. 

The Netherlands cannot boast of any special institution for colonial art and handicraft. 
The speeimens belonging to the pre-Islamitic period are kept in the National Museum of 
Antiquities: while those of more recent date must be sought in the National Museum of 
Ethnography. Thus the publishing of the present work was not without serious difficulties. 
An undecorated object, even if destined for the most simple use, offends the eye of the native, 
and as everybody can and does make for himself many of the things he daily wants, so every 
native is his own artist, the productions being better or worse according to his natural gifts and 
skill. The products show always certain individual qualities, far different from the monotony of 
Western industry. It is therefore clear that much can be learnt from this ornamentation. 

Quite apart from the artistic side, the publication is of the highest interest for ethnographers, 
as it reproduces idols, weapons, paintings, articles of daily use, etc., as may be seen from the 
preceding list. 

No effort has been spared to make of the plates fine specimens of the noblest kind of 
reproduction, heliogravure.

Hartwig Richard Helwich was born at Kbniggratz in Bohemia, 
on December 9th, 1844. 

He taught himself to read and write when only 4 years old, 
passed through six classes in the grammar-school of his native 
town, and was then sent by his father to the Commercial 
Academy at Prague. From 1863 to 1872 he was agent or 
correspondent to various firms at Potsdam, near Berlin, 
Buchholz-Annaberg, Gablonz on the Neisse in Bohemia, and 
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finally in Vienna. At the end of this time, however, an 
unconquerable desire for further studies induced him to give up 
his lucrative situation and matriculate at Vienna University as 
a special auditor. After four years he passed the schoolmasters’ 
examination in German and English, and was then professor for 
two years at a Vienna “ modern ” public school. This, however, 
did not satisfy him, and he finally resigned his post at the end of 
1878 and came to England, where he had already stayed some 
time sixteen years before, as a boy of 16. 

In London a wide field was opened to the young man. His 
work was divided in three days’ teaching of German at various 
institutions, and studies devoted to the treasures stored in the 
British Museum. An illness put a sudden end to his stay in 
London, after three years, and destroyed the hopes he had 
entertained in connection with it. He first returned to Vienna, 
and then went to Prague. 

He was one of the most active workers on the great Historic 
Dictionary of the English Language, for which he collected 
thousands of quotations. The editor, Professor James A. H. 
Murray, has borne witness that Helwich collected more material 
for the completion and enrichment than any of the other 
illustrious foreign workers, and as much as any of the English 
ones. How congenial this collecting work was to him, is also 
shown by the fact how copiously he has added to his own copy 
of Stratmann’s Old English Dictionary. 

As regards his knowledge of languages, he knew more or less 
the following: German, Dutch, Danish, Swedish, English, French, 
Italian, Spanish, Bohemian, Russian, Polish, Sanscrit, Chinese, 
Japanese, and especially Turkish, in which he passed an 
examination at the Oriental Academy in Vienna, in 1872. 
Moreover, during his stay in England, he industriously studied 
the later Celtic Dialects, besides Anglo-Saxon and Old Norse. 
Iii the last years of his life, he learnt Hungarian with great zeal, 
and exhibited interest in Albanian. 

The library presents a very rich collection ot interesting and 
important works, especially for English collectors. It would 
certainly be a good thing if the fruits of more than thirty-five 
years’ labour were not to be dispersed, but kept together in the 
library of some learned institution.
